REGENT CONFERS 


WITH T H E LEADERS. 


MADRID, Aug. 6 . — 2 p. m.—The 
queen regent this morning conferred 
with 
Silvela, 
the 
conservative 
leader; with the duke of Tatúan, 
the 
former minister for foreign 
affairs, and with Marshal Martinez 
de Campos, the former captain-gen- 
eral of Cuba.

If the Madrid dispatches are fully 
realized by acceptance of the Amer- 
ican terms, then the authorities 
feel that nothing remains but the 
routine of concluding the formali- 
ties of peace. In some quarters ap- 
prehension is expressed as to the 
word "acceptance." It is pointed 
out that if the acceptance is simply 
an affirmative on all the American 
peace terms every chance for delay 
of negotiations is at an end. 
But if 
the acceptance is qualified in any 
way by a condition that certain 
privileges be granted or rights con- 
ceded then there is still the possi- 
bility of further discussion. 


The Madrid advices are so un- 
qualified in stating that the Ameri- 
can terms are accepted that there 
seems to be little chance that Spain 
will attach any conditions to her ac- 
ceptance, and yet only the answer 
itself, final, unconditional and con- 
clusive, can make it clear that the 
last chance of controversy is re- 
moved. 


There will be little surprise here 
if the culmination of the peace ar- 
rangement brings about a change in 
the Spanish cabinet, not so much by 
a crisis, as by a concerted move- 
ment among the leaders to institute 
a cabinet representing all elements, 
including the army, capable of tak- 
ing the responsibility before the 
country of the acceptance of the 
American terms.

REPORT IS CREDITED 


FULLY IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, D . C . , A u g . (3.—The 
answer of Spain to the American 
terms on which peace may be re- 
stored was expected at most any mo- 
ment in official circles today, and the 
brief press dispatches from Madrid 
stating that the answer was an ac- 
ceptance, increased the tension over 
what is almost looked upon as the 
culmination of tho negotiations. 


During the early hours of the day 
the state department had not re- 
ceived any direct information as to 
Spain's answer, nor was there any 
intimation when it would come. 
The same was true as to the French 
embassy. 
The ambassador had 
made no arrangement for a call at 
the white house or the state depart- 
ment, and none of the officers of the 
embassy had conferred with the of- 
ficials here since the discussion of 
last Wednesday night. 


Everything was in a condition of 
waiting and expectancy. 
The re- 
port from Madrid that a cabinet 
council would go over the reply this 
afternoon indicated that it might 
not be dispatched to Washington 
until late in the day. 


Secretary Day had expected to go 
to Atlantic City this evening, to 
join Mrs Day, and he may even yet 
carry out this plan unless some offi- 
cial assurance reaches him from the 
French embassy that the reply will 
be forthcoming tonight. 


A report was current during the 
day that the embassy received a 
communication at an early hour this 
morning, the inference being that 
it was Spain's reply, but this, it can 
be stated positively, is not correct, 
for up to midday Spain had given no 
official intimation of her answer to 
any quarter in Washington. 


The fact that the Spanish cabinet 
will go over the reply this afternoon 
raises a possibility of a cabinet dis- 
cussion and a prolongation of the 
time before the answer is submitted. \ 
All the Madrid reports show that 
Premier Sagasta is endeavoring to 
reconcile the various political ele- 
ments and leaders as far as possible, 
and there is a disposition among 
officials here to give him time for 
this difficult and delicate moulding 
of public and political sentiment up 
to the point of an acceptance of the 
American demands. 


This view is strengthened among 
officials here by the fact that all 
war preparations are going steadily 
forward, the campaign in Porto 
Rico is progressing with unmter- 
mpted success, the hands of Admir- 
al Dewey and General Merritt are 
being strengthened- at Manila, and 
the conditions at Santiago, so seri- 
ous when the American generals 
nnited in their statement, is being 
promptly and energetically over- 
come.

A RAIDING SQUADRON 


WILL NOT BE SENT OVER. 


WASHINGTON, 
A u g . 6 . — I f 
t h e 
navy department contemplates any 
further change in the composition 
of the eastern squadron, which was 
destined for a cruise to Spanish 
waters, the matter has not taken 
form as yet. 


This statement applies to 
the 
commanders of the ships of this 
squadron as well as to the ships 
themselves, and talk of sending Ad- 
miral Sampson in charge of this' 
eastern squadron, consequently is 
rather speculative at this time. 


Of course, it is well understood 
that in the event peace is restored 
there must be a complete reorgan- 
ization and redistribntion «of the 
United States naval forces, and 
this will 
involve, 
undoubtedly, 
the 
separation 
of 
our 
naval 
commanders of 
a 
high 
rank 
now on duty in connection 
with 
the North Atlantic fleet, namely, 
Admiral Sampson, Commodore Wat- 
son, Commodore Schley and Com- 
modore Howell. The North Atlan- 
tic fleet comprise about 100 vessels, 
the most numerous and ijowerful 
force ever commanded by an Amer- 
ican admiral. 


Such a gigantic force would not 
be maintained at one station in time 
of peace. 
Many of the auxiliary 
vessels and 
the monitors which 
are 
unfit 
for 
general 
cruising, 
will be retired from commission 
and laid up in 
the navy yard 
or, in the case of the former, will 
be sold. A sufficient force of the re- 
maining vessels will be retained on 
the North Atlantic station as the 
most important naval 
command. 
The 
others 
are to 
be distri- 
buted 
between 
the 
various 
other stations, Pacific, Asiatic and 
South Atlantic. The European sta- 
tion, which was vacated completely 
just prior to the declaration of war, 
will be rehabilitated, ana for the 
sake of the moral effect likely to re- 
sult will receive several of the most 
powerful and modern ships in the 
American navy.

Great Task. 


Newspaper Educating People on 
United States. 


TOLD TO FIGHT EASY 


No Hotel in the City Worthy the J i a m e - 


Wlll be a Puradlse for the Gam- 


bling: Fraternity. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 
SANTIAGO 
DK CUBA, July 2 7 . — 
The dirty condition of this city, the 
heaps of foul refuse that encumber 
the streets, tha maladorous alleys 
and by-ways, the lack of sanitary 
arrangements and drainage of any 
description are all matters that will 
require remedying if this is to be- 
come an American city. 


It should be remembered that the 
weeks of blockade, the fear of bom- 
bardment, the scarcity of food and 
the general demoralization existing 
in a beseiged town have done much 
to add to the conditions of filth and 
poor sanitation that normally pre- 
vail. 


For generations the people have 
lived regardless of the first rules of 
hygiene ; the lower classes are igno- 
rant of all precautionary measures, 
and it is not surprising when our 
American officers issue an order 
through the civil governor of Santi- 
ago, stating that all houses must be 
at once thoroughly cleaned, inside 
and outside, the order is disregard- 
ed. 
Orders are constantly issued to 
the people to report at once the 
death of any one in their household, 
and threats of fine and forced labor 
as a punishment carry little weight. 


Extreme measures will have to be 
taken to bring about a proper con- 
dition of affiairs in this respect and 
it will takel^many months of exacting 
and stringent enforcement of regu- 
lations to bring the people to an ob- 
servance of what is clearly best for 
their health. 


In the military hospital of the 
city there were on July 27, fifty two 
cases of prevalent malarial fever, 
121 cases of dysentery, eighty-six 
cases of diarrhoea, 274 cases of 
anemia and nineteen cases of yellow 
fever. 
The yellow fever cases are 
all among the Spanish soldiers. A 
week ago there were six., cases of 
tlüs fever, and among the total of 
nineteen cases there have been six 
deaths since the American occupa- 
tion. 
Fifteen of the 488 wounded 
Spanish soldiers in the hospital have 
died since the United States troops 
took possession of the town. To the 
city of Santiago there is this advant- 
age from the rains of the wet sea- 
son, the water rushes down the 
steep streets and sweeps away all 
manner of refuse and 
rubbish. 
Flushing the streets as the rains do 
is like 
flushing the sewers in an 
American city. 


Since July 1 and until July 23 this 
city was without a daily paper. On 
July 23 the Espectador made its 
first appearance and printed the full 
Spanish text of President McKin- 
loy's proclamation to the people of 
Cuba. 
The Espectador is running a 
series of articles on New York City, 
this subject being supposedly of 
prime interest to its readers at this 
time. 
A three-column article on 
the inscriptions of the Egyptian 
oblisk in Central park appears in 
the last issue, and the publisher 
promises the declaration of inde- 
pendence of the United States in the 
near future. 


Espectador enjoys the distinction 
of being the only Spanish paper pub- 
lished in this island free of Spanish 
censorship. 


A newspaper printed in Spanish 
and English is promised soon, and 
Company F, of the Thirty-third 
Michigan Volunteer infantry, has 
brought out a paper called "Com- 
pany F Enterprise, " which is the 
first American paper published in 
the city of Santiago de Cuba. 


Already the enterprising Ameri- 
can is present. 
There is around 
town a ragged man with a smatter- 
ing of Spanish who has turned sev- 
eral dollars by buying up swords 
and machetes from Spaniards and 
the city pawnshops to sell them 
again to American relic hunters. 
There is the man with the capital 
to invest who awaits but a sure and 
remunerative 
opportunity, 
and 
there is the man who buys up bar- 
gains in American horse flesh from 
sick or 
wounded 
officers going 
homo, hoping to sell the animals at 
a profit. 


The first steamer from the United 
States has brought many men to 
look over this new field for business 
opportunities, and there 
will be 
American sharpness and enterprise 
pitted against the Cuban and Span- 
iard. 
If Santiago prospers and 
money is easy, there will be a good 
field here for the gambler and his 
outfit, if the laws will allow him to 
operate. 
With prosperity and a 
good hotel there is promise in Santi- 
ago of a wide open town that will 
be^ sure attraction of men of a cer- 
tain stamp. 


The arrival of so many strangers 
in Santiago during the last two 
weeks has taxed the town accom- 
modations, which never were ample, 
to the utmost. The lack of anything 
like proper hotels and restaurants 
will continue to be a detriment to 
the city until some one with a 
knowledge of what Americans want 
steps in and opens a hotel.

The reference to the overcrowded 
transports relates to the telegraphic 
inquiry made by General Stemburg 
for particulars as to the Seneca and 
Concho. 


The secretary of war. Surgeon 
General Stemburg, Dr. Wyman, of 
the marine hospital service, and 
Quartermaster General Ludington 
conferred 
today 
relative to the 
preparations for receiving General 
Shafter's army at Montauk Point. 
It is purposed to make all necessary 
arrangements for insuring the com- 
fort and recovery of the troops, and 
at the same time to insure proper 
isolation, so that there may be no 
possible element of danger to those 
outside the garrison. 


In addition to Fort Ethan Allen, 
Vt., and the barracks at Plattsburg, 
N. Y., which the surgeon general 
has in view for convalescents, he 
has now determined to use Madison 
barrack^, N. Y., located on Lake 
Ontario where the lake air will be 
conducive 
to speedy 
recovery. 
Madison barracks has accommoda- 
tions for about 1,000 men. 
These 
three points will be the main ones 
for convalscents, 
but a number of 
other places wiil be used for taking 
smaller numbers of troops 
well 
along toward recovery. 


Fifty tents, with five beds ea,ch, 
will be established at Fort Wads- 
worth, New York bar ; borfifty tents 
at Fort Hamilton, New York har- 
bor, and the barracks at Governor's 
Island, N. Y., also will be utilized. 


The local hospitals of New York 
City have shown generous willing- 
ness to care for the wounded 
soldiers, and it is said that about 
two thousand could be looked after 
in this way. 


Accomodations for convalescents 
will be made also at one of the mil- 
itary reservations here, mainly for 
the purpose of relieving the hospi- 
tal at Fortress Monroe, which will 
be needed for the sick coming from 
Porto Rico. 


The surgeon general has provided 
a 1,000-bed hospital at Fortress Mon- 
roe.

The victor usually

such terms as he chooses or such as he 
thinks the conquered country can or 
will submit to.

nation t h a t has been thrashed and that 
during the proceeding has lost m a n y of 
its citizens and m u c h 
of its money to 
have to pay roundly for tho 
experience 
after it is all over. 
B u t the lesson is a 
salutary 
one. 
By teaching the 
van- 
quished t h a t w a r f a r e is espensivc as 
well as cruel more is done toward pre- 
serving peace in tho world than by all 
the pleadings of the huinauitariaiis. 


A treaty of ]")eace is a much more for- 
mal, coremoiiious and complicated jiro- 
ceediiig than a declaration of war, 
Oc- 
casionalR- hostilities have begun before 
war has been declared at all, as in the 
preseufc ouo w i t h 
Sixain we seized her 
Vessels as prizes before a declaratiou of 
%var had ceon made. In the event of ne- 
gotiations for peace taking place, Spain's 
method of procedi'.rc will douljtless be 
determined by the desire to make the 
best 
possible showing in 
tJie formal 
treaty which is to bring hostilities to a 
close. 
W h o a 
tho president shall have 
become convinced of her sinceritj' in 
courting peace at the price set by him, 
he will begin to revolve the wheels of 
the peacemaking machinery. 


The etiquette of peacemaking is as 
strict as t h a t of warmaking. 
P e n d i n g 
negotiations for permanent peace, the 
president m a y agree to an 
armistice. 
N e i t h e r side can then take advantage of 
such a truce by m a k i n g warlike move- 
m e n t s or repairs beneath 
the 
other's 
guns. 
If H a v a n a or any otb.er Spanish 
c i t y is under siege, however, it will be 
permissible for its defenders to repair or 
build inner defensts cut of reach of our 
artillery. In other words, neither Spain 
nor the United States m a y do a n y t h i n g 
d u r i n g un armistice whicli the other 
n n g h t have prevented it from doing at 
the exact m o m e n t when the truce began 
to take effect. 


Presuming 
t h a t tho theater of 
w a r 
will not extend to the continental pos- 
sessions cf cither belligerent, v>-e m i g h t 
continue to lit out ships, equip troops, 
iX'cruit 
new ineu 
iind 
othei-wi=e iict 
iiero on the mainland as though the 
w a r were going on, and Spain m i g h t do 
tho Rame v.-herever in her 
possessions 
hostiJities have not Just been in prog- 
ress. 


F i n d i n g t h a t her cities blockaded or 
under siege were on the verge of starva- 
tion, it would 
be a characteristic move 
for Spain to ask an armistice vrith the 
hope of entering w i t h 
supplies during 
its protection. 
To guard against such a 
po.ssibility w e would 
probably 
agree 
tfiat sufiicient food be admitted during 
the armistice to laiit tho starving people 
only a f e w days at a time, thus prevent- 
ing an advantage of long standing. 


Tho w a r will not be 
permanently 
terminated until a treaty of peace w i t h 
Spain has been sigJied, ratiiied and pro- 
claimed by both countries. 
It has hap- 
pened t h a t tv.-f) countries in 
modern 
times have terminated 
a w a r f a r e 
be- 
tween them not through a formal treaty 
of peace, but through utter exhaustion. 
Such cases, however, are rare.

for an armistice, and naturally, with 
the benefit that it is to as to press our 
advantage, this country w i l l not agree 
to it unless circumstances at the time 
are cf such a character that it will profit 
us to do it. 
During peace negotiations 
the attitude and ability of all ourmini.s- 
ters will b6 a matter for deep concerà 
to us. Here firmness and skill may shut 
off what might become a vexing com- 
plication if not settled at once. 


As soon as a treaty cf pcace is so well 
under w a y that the signing of it re- 
mainff only as a j/iere 
for^riality an 
armistice probably will l;e declared, al- 
though it is possible that the president 
•will demand that all Sjpanisii 
troops 
leave tlie island of Caba before jio con- 
siders anything else. 
The final signing 
of the treaty will be done ».obably by 
Q)ecial representatives from each nation, 
who will meet at some place to be 
agreed on and affix the signatures to the 
document. 


Our civil war closed without a formal 
, treaty of peace because by its ending 
„VjOs caused the destruction of the Ccn- 
;i/-l/iederacy, and there remained no power 
' '/^'ièh which to treat. 
It is not probable 
Spain will fight until she is thor- 
r'^'èiifetily exbeusted-.or until she has lost 
her political identity^ " 


A s to the t e n m i . t m i ^ ^ e t U to. peace 
mhich oat.fs^emmem 
w | l i .insist npón 
itff jewsi^cture, but 


we may rest assured. 
Should the war 
end soon it will be easier for Spain. 
If 
protracted, the conditions imposed upon 
her will, of course, be more rigorous. 


Cuba, though aiding us against Spain, 
will not become a party to the 
treaty, 
not being recognized as a 
government 
by Spain. However, to avoid complica- 
tion, we m a y insist upon a clause 
in 
favor of Cuba, the effect of which will 
be that the peace shall extend over that 
island. 


The first practical step toward a treaty 
of peace will 
be the appointment 
by 
both governments of 
plenipotentiaries 
authorized to meet and draw 
such a 
document. 
Our plenipotentiaries must 
be confirmed by the senate. There is no 
established rule as to how many of these 
shall be selected by either side. 
Three 
were appointed in 1783 to draw u p for 
this government 
the treaty of 
peace 
w i t h Great Britain, while that govern- 
m e n t w a s represented by but one. 
The 
treaty of peacc ending the war of 1812 
w a s d r a w n 
by three 
Briti-sh and 
five 
American plenipotentiaries; 
that end 
ing the Mexican w a r by three dons and 
one American. 


The treaty having been drav/n by the 
Spanish 
and American 
plenipotentia- 
ries, instruted by tho ministry of for- 
eign affairs at Madrid and the state de- 
partment 
at Washington, it must next 
be submitted 
to the respective govern- 
ments for ratification. It will therefore 
be jjrinted upon parchment in two edi- 
tions, one Englisli and the other Span- 
ish. 
The ratification on our part must 
be done by the senate. The treaty having 
at last 
been ratified by both 
govern- 
ments, peace-vvill be foi'jnally annoiinced 
in 
both—in America 
by a presidential 
proclamation. 


It would be premature to discuss the 
means b}' which 
this country will seek 
to indemnify herself before consenting to 
a peace w i t h Spain. Most modern w a r s 
have 
been profitable 
to 
the 
victors. 
Should our country follow the example 
of Other nations the proclamation of 
peace will find us much more than com- 
pensated for the expenses of the war. 


After her victory' over Franco 
Ger- 
many exacted tho largest sum ever tak-

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en by a victor. 
In money she demanded 
a round 81,000,000,000. 
W h a t is even 
more surprising 
is the fact t h a t 
this 
enormous sum has been paid and with- 
out apparently impairing tiie prosperi- 
ty of the French people. 
In 
addition, 
G e r m a n y 
took 
Alsace 
and 
Lorraine, 
easily worth another 81,OOU,OOÜ,UOO, to 
bay nothing of the humiliation inflicted 
by such a loss. 


When i\u:-sia settled with 
Turkey 
after their last war, the government of 
the czar received $100, 000,000 in money 
and carvL'd the principalities of 
Rou- 
jnaiiia, 
JJulfiaria 
and iServia 
out 
of 
Turkish soil. 


Aitvr her brief and one sided war 
with China .Taijun demanded a money 
indemnity that was three times what 
she had expended, as shown by the re- 
ports of her own 
ollicials as well as by 
her war loans and bond issues. In addi- 
tion to this, 
she demanded 
t h a t 
the 
Liao-Tung 
peninsula, a part of 
Man- 
churia, and the island of Formosa 
be 
coded to her. 
As the result of negotia- 
tions th< re w a s a compromise 
which 
gave J a p a n §240,000,000 and Formosa. 
As she had expended 
but little 
over 
$100,000,000 it is apparent, from the 
monetary point of view, that .'^he made 
a 
splendid 
investment 
in 
whipping 
China. 


Turkey-, 
the result of her w a r w i t h 
Greece, was enabled to pay arrearages 
of interest and a portion of the princi- 
pal due Russia. 
In his settlement v.'ith 
Greece the saltan 
received millions in 
money and an extension cf 
Turkey's 
frontier to the southward. 


It is characteristic of this country 
that m u c h of her w a r profits have been 
in the nature of vital principles estab- 
lished. 
The w a r of the Revolution se- 
cured us a big concession of territory, 
but the inestimable profit of the triumph 
was in the establishment of a free and 
independent nation. In 1812 our reward 
was in establishing the inviolability oi 
American ship.s. As a result of the Mex- 
ican war we received Califoi-nia, Xew 
Mexico and Arizona, yet it is a memor- 
able and unprecedented 
featuro of the 
transaction 
t h a t w e voluntarily 
ijaid 
$10,000,000 for these territories. 
After 
General Jackson had overrun Florida 
because of the Seminoic raids we pur- 
chased her from Spain for $i3,000,000.

hind tho other, would all be pierced by 
a single bullet fired by a soldier at 2,000 
yards. 


B u t all these theories have been rude- 
ly shattered 
by actual experiences 
in 
the field and observations in the a r m y 
ho.spitals. 
The modern bullet still re- 
mains a decidedly farreaching and par- 
ticularly active missile, b u t its wicked- 
ness seems to have been overestimated. 


It was supposed t h a t the small steel 
or brass jacketed Mauser bullet, sent cn 
its errand by a charge of high explosive, 
Vv'ould speed merrily through 
the sol- 
dier in its path and go on to the find 
other victims w i t h o u t so m u c h as a sec- 
ond's delay. 


But the Mauser bullet has done noth- 
ing of the kind. 
It has, however, done 
other surprising things. 
F o r instance, 
you would hardly think 
t h a t a bit of 
lead and steel about the size of a t w o 
inch 
section 
of a lead pencil 
could 
strike a 180 pound soldier w i t h 
force 
enough to knock h i m end over end for a 
distance of a dozen feet, yet at 
San 
J u a n hill and other places around San- 
tiago where Mauser 
bullets were quite 
prevalent in tho air at times they were 
observed to doexactlj'' t h a t on numerous 
occasions. 


We m u s t also revise our theories as 
to tho amount and character of damage 
w h i c h a Mauiccr bullet 
inilicts. 
This 
cannot be done hastily or by a layman, 
for the manife.'^tations of the mischief 
which these l ullets are capable of have 
been varied. Sometimes they killed, but 
oftener they njerely wounded. 
A t any 
rate, they have not proved half so terri- 
ble or deadly as we expected them to bo. 


Some of the wounded w h o havo been 
brought liack to the United States were 
almost shot to pieces. 
There are sol- 
diers who havo Leen h i t by as m a n y as 
eight JNlauser Irallets. 
According to all 
surgical traditions, these men ought to 
be dead, but tiie;.' are not. 


In speaking (jf those brought to N e w 
York on the Olivette, Assistant Surgeon 
Brown said: 
" T h e worst wound to be 
found upon the ship was Ixu-no by Kor- 
man Orme of Company E, F i r s t Volun- 
teer cavalry (the rough riders). 
Orme 
was iighting Indian fashion—lying upon 
his stomach and shooting w h e n he saw 
a chance—when 
he was struck by a 
Mauser bullet. 
He was aiming his rifle 
at the time, and his Icift a r m w a s bent. 


" T h e Spanish bullet struck Orme in 
the left arm just above tho elbow and 
pierced it. 
Passing out, it entered the 
upper arm, producing a compound com- 
minuted fracture of the bone of the up- 
per arm. 
Tho bullet passed out of the 
arm and entered 
Orme's body just be- 
low tho left armpit. 
Thenco it ranged 
downward, passing through his 
lung. 
At the opposite side of thebodj^the bul- 
let was chccked by a rib. 
It had force 
enough to smash 
this rib, but it could 
go no farther and remained in the m a n ' s 
body. 


" I n this case six wounds were inflict- 
ed by ono bullet, and the extraordinary 
part of the thing is t h a t Orme has a 
very good chance for recovery."

C(eneral McKibben the First United States

Brigadier General Chambers McKib- 
ben, 
w h o temporarily acted as mili- 
tary governor of Santiago and was the 
first American to hold sway in a Cuban 
city, achieved a unique distinction.

His services at the battle 
of Santiago were of so distinguished a

H e w a s among the officers recom- 
mended for promotion, and a f e w days 
later the president nrado him a briga- 
dier general of volunteers. General Mc-

THEY RULE HAVANA. 


THE 
SPANISH 
VOLUNTEERS 
AND 
THEIR PECULIAR WAYS. 


They Are Known as Weyler's Pets and 
For Many Tears Have Exerted s Pow- 
erful Inflnence In the Capital of Gaha. 
Some of Their Pleasantries. 


It is generally 
supposed 
that 
the 
Spanish volunteers 
in Cuba are the 
most loyal supporters of Spanish au- 
thority in the island of Cuba. 
That 
their loyalty is not disinterested any 
person familiar with the history of the 
force can never doubt for a moment. 
They do not even regard tbe regular 
Spanish troops with favor, only in 
so 
far as these further their own selfish 
ends and contribute to their personal 
aggrandizement,and they have frequent- 
ly resisted the supreme Spanish author- 
1 ity in the island when his policy was 
not in accordance with their wishea 


Knowing all this, it will not surprise 
any one to hear that General 
Blanco, 
the Spanish captain general of 
Cuba, 
had a narrow escape from death recently 
at the hands of a member of the volun- 
teer force. 
General Blanco cannot be 
credited with leniency in dealing with 
the insurrectionists, but harsh as his 
treatment of them has been it was not 
sufficiently so to suit the volunteers. 
They have been known in this country 
as "Weyler's 
pets." 
His regime 
of 
b^ood was in their estimation an ideal 
administration, and tliey long for him, 
or one equally tyrannical and cruel, 
again at the head of affairs. 


The reported attempt; to assassinate 
General Blanco and a threatened mas- 
sacre of the Cubans by the volunteers 
call attention to this peculiar body, of 
whom so much is heard, but so little 
known. Many people, on reading of the 
threat of the volunteer«, would suppose 
that it was aimed at thé'reconcentrados. 
A better knowledge of the volunteers 
will indicate that then- wrath is more 
likely to be directed against the Cuban 
born autonomists. These have been loy- 
al to the Spaniish goveirnment, but are 
suspected of not being strongly opposed 
to the formation of a republic, in which 
they would wield a strong influence. It 
is also evident that the 
autonomists 
would benefit greatly if the island were 
cr tured and retained by the 
United 
ates, and they are suspected of 
being 
-^ore than willing to see such a course 
taken. 


The volunteer force as it is now is 
not a very old institution. The original

volunteers had no political power and 
were at the mercy of the captains gen- 
eral, w h o could organize or di.ssolve the 
force "svitiiout fear of exposing them- 
i=elve.s to trouble of any kind. 
B u t cir- 
cumstances changed and tho volunteers 
became the real masters of Cuba. 
The 
first step in this direction w a s taken by 
Captain General Roncali, who, 
in Au- 
gust, 1849, asked tho Madrid 
govern- 
ment 
for authority "to arm 
30,000 
peninsular volunteer.s, peninsulars only, 
because," he e.xplaiued, " I have not 
enough confidence iu tho natives of this 
island to trust them with arms. " 
Ron- 
cali's petition was granted, and 
since 
theu tho volunteers havo received such 
accessions of power that they practically 
dictate the policy of the home govem- 
înent in Cuba. 
They have compelled 
the recall of many governors. 


In order to encourage Spaniards to go 
to Cuba aud to keep them loyal special 
privileges were given them. 
A volun- 
teer is relieved of all other 
military 
duty aud is only liable for service iu 
his own city. 
If he is arrested on any 
charge, grave or trifling, be is not sent 
to tho ordinary prison, but is 
turned 
over to the military authorities, 
his 
own friends. 
Almost every Spaniard is 
a volunteer, 
and all the 
judges are 
Spaniards and volunteers. So the volun- 
teer is tried before ono of his brothers 
in arms. 
If the case be one between a 
Cuban and a volunteer, the volunteer al- 
ways wins. 


During tho war the volunteers have 
been allowed to go out into the country 
and "find" all the cattle aud 
other 
property which was necessarily left be- 
hind by the reconcentrados when 
they 
were driven into the cities. The volun- 
teers are made up of the dock laborers, 
teamsters, clerks, 
small retailers 
and 
those who live by their wits. 
The offi- 
cers are wealthy Spaniards, as it costs 
money to be an officer. 
The volunteers 
receive 
no pay, 
and the 
expense of 
maintaining the organization is met by 
contributions of the officers. 


The volunteers have often refused to 
obey orders from Madrid. 
They perpe- 
trated the massacres in the Teatro de 
Villanueva and El 
Louvre iu 
1870. 
They rt4)elled against Captain General 
Dulco and shipped him to Spain because 
he was too lenient with the insurgents. 
They compelled Captain General Pren- 
dergast to expel from Cuba Autonomist 
Deputy Portuondo, a 
colonel 
in 
the 
Spanish regular army, because he w a s a 
native Cuban, and they rebelled iu 1881 
and compelled the exile of Ceprada be- 
cause he endeavored -to establish autono- 
m y .

SEKT BACK TO SPAIN. 


HOW UNCLE SAM SOLVES ONE OF THE 
PROBLEMS OF VICTORY. 


TUo BetarmicB of 
Toral's Surrendered 


Army Xlsteblisbes » TTnique Precedent. 
Why the Xransported Soldiers WUl Not 
Go Sack to Cuba to Fisht Acaln. 


One of the unexpected problems of 
victory which have confronted 
Uncle 
Sam and one which ho has met and 
solved with the usual Yankee prompt- 
ness has been the disposal of his numer- 
ous prisoners of war. 


"When hostilities with Spain were be- 
gun, probably very few Americans reck- 
oned on this phase of the busiMess. 
It 
was known, of course, that there were 
a great number of Spanish soldiers in 
Cuba, and every loyal citizen was confi- 
dent that sooner or later they would 
cease to fight for Spain. 
What was to 
become of them was lost sight of. 
Per- 
haps the average American 
imagined 
that every Spaniard in sight was to be 
obliterated in battle, 
wiped out, 
de- 
stroyed. 


But the Spaniard does not fight that 
way, as w e have recently learned. 
He 
has a wholesome distaste for becoming 
deceased. 
To avoid this he surrenders 
and becomes instead of a dead hero a 
living prisoner with a healthy appetite. 
As such the responsibility is at once 
transferred to the victor. 
Just what 
would 
have 
happened 
to 
American 
troops had they been captured in largo 
numbers by tho Spanish w e do 
not 
know. Perhaps it is better not to specu- 
lata 
But Uncle Sam has a big heart as 
well as a strong right arm, and he is 
bound to be humane, even in warfare, 
whenever possible. So it became neces- 
sary to adopt some policy with refer- 
ence to captured prisoners. 


Tho surrender of such a great body of 
troops as that coAimauded by General 
Toral and under the existing conditions 
furnishes an incident without a parallel 
in warfare. 
Consequently there was no 
precedent to follow as to their disposal. 
But Uncle Sam has a w a y of 
making 
his own precedents, or rather of 
doing 
without them altogether. He figured up 
even before the surrender that it would 
cost him a big sum to keep tho conquer-

ed a r m y iu tlie m a n n e r 
t h a t ' h i s con- 
Hcienco demanded t h a t he should keep 
thoin. 
So w i t h 
m u c h promptness and 
originality ho decided 
t h a t he would 
ship them back to Spain. 


T h a t this was a unique 
proceeding 
did not prevent h i m from speedily tak- 
ing steps to carry it out, so w i t h i n a 
f e w days a f t e r tlie .surrender of Santi- 
ago the contract hud been let aud prep- 
arations for transporting the conquered 
a r m y were well under way. This is go- 
ing to cost him 
something like $800,- 
000, but it will onl^- add >:nother item 
to the formidable indemnity 
account 
w h i c h Spain must 
settle as soon as she 
concludes to quit 
fighting. 


Tho specifications of the 
invitation 
for t h e bids called for the transportation 
of 
1,000 officers and 
24,000 
enlisted 
men, to bo transported 
f r o m 
Santiago 
do Cuba to Cadiz, Spain, or any other 
Spanish port that m i g h t bo designated. 
Cabin accommodations were to be fur- 
nished for the oiiicers, and third class 
passage 
or steerage for 
the 
enlisted 
men. The men were to be provided with 
suitable 
galley 
accomjuodatious 
and 
the 
United 
States requirements as to 
space per m a n and ventilation 
to be 
strictly conformed to. The United States 
w a s to deliver the troops on board the 
ves.sela at Santiago. 


The government 
requires that 
the 
subsistence supplies furnished shall be 
equal to garrison rations. 


One of the humors of the situation is 
t h a t it was a Spanish steamship com- 
pany to which the contract w a s award- 
ed. 
The Compania 
Trasatlantica Es- 
pañola, whose bid was accepted, will 
receive for every officer taken back to 
Spain $G0 and for every private $30. 


Aside 
from 
the 
economy 
of 
the 
scheme. Uncle Sam figxires that the dis- 
tributing of some 25,000 conquered sol- 
diers throughout 
Spain will have 
a 
salutary moral effect on the country of 
our enemy. 
The returned prisoners are 
bound to take back with them a revised 
idea of 
the 
fighting 
strength of 
the 
United States, and this is sure to bo 
disseminated. 
It is quite likely that 
this will do much to dissipate tho dense 
ignorance concerning the "Yankee pigs" 
which now exists throughout Spain. 


Several conditions assure us that the 
returned soldiers will not come back. 
In the first place, Spain has no fleet 
strong enough to convoy transports. 
In 
the second place, the prisoners would 
forfeit their right to be treated as pris- 
oners of war if again captured bearing 
arms against the United States. Lastly, 
the one experience in Cuba is enough 
for the average Spaniard, and most of 
them would rather die 
peaceably 
at 
homo than to be sent back to be killed 
or starved. 
So when they go they go 
for good.

FI&HTING CHAPLAINS 


SOME 
HAVE 
PROVED 
THEMSELVES 
BRAVE AS WELL AS GOOD. 


How the Chaplain of the SeTeiiit;f-flr8t 
Found Bis Duty Along: the Firing Unes. 
Another Chaplain Who Used a Bifle and 
Was Wounded. 


Up from Cuba come thrilling 
stories 
about some of the 
fighting 
chaplains oi 
the volunteer army. 
Some of the best ol 
them are told about Rev. George Ti. Van 
de Water, chaplain of tho feimcus Seventy- 
first New York regiment. 
Said one oi the 
vs-ounded soldiers of that command, a pri- 
vate who is now recovering from bullet 
wounds iu a New York hospital: 


"There were a good many of us who 
didn't think that chaplains were of much 
use in battle before we found out what 
soldiering meant, but now there isn't a 
man of us who is left alive who doesn't 
wonder what wo would have done without 
him. 
If there is any credit coming to tht 
Seventy-first, there isn't a man iu it who 
will not share more than half of it with 
our chaplain, who shared all the bad and 
showed us that he was as brave as any oi 
us and better than the best of us." 


Those are the words of one wh(? knows 
the man well and has seen him in the field. 
Chaplain Van de Water is the pastor of a 
New York church and has been connected 
with the Seventy-first regiment for several 
years. 
When tho regiment was mustered 
in, someone said to him, "If your regi- 
ment is .sent to the front, I don't suppose 
yoix'll go." 


Then there was an angry parson. 
"Oh, 
you don't, don't you? Well, you wait and 
see. I'll tell you now, though, that wher- 
ever my regiment goes I go." 
And he 
has. When the Seventy-first went to Canij: 
Black, ho was along and soon made him- 
self a favorite not only with his own men, 
but with those of other regiments. 
At 
Lakehind it was the same. 


Chaplain Van de Water was all through 
the battle of San .Juan Hill, where so many 
of his boys fell. 
He was not behind the 
firing lines either, but right up in front. 
He was out tliore not because it was re- 
quired of him, but becauso he believed 
there was where his duty lay. 


.Tust what the duties of an army chap- 
lain comprise depend upon the chaplain. 
In a general way it is understood that 
during a battle he shall lend a hand to- 
ward helping the wounded. 
This can be 
done either in tho field ho.'ipltal or at the 
front. 
Chaplain Van de Water chose tc 
do his work at the front. 
A fine mark ht 
made for tho Manser missiles, for he is 
tall and stout. 
Xo doubt he was selected 
as a target dozens of times during that 
fighc 
by the Spaniards in tho trenches. 
Perhaps that is why he escaped unhurt. 
His men say that he seemed to be all

along 
the linctJ cheering tlio soldiers and urging 
them to iight liku heroes and prepare to 
die like Christians. 


I^ieutenant Trull, who has come home 
liouortd and bandaged, says of him: "By 
lon<i odds the most iinpressive service wa= 
the one that our cliaplain conducted the 
SLinday evening before the big 
fight. 
He 
tried to liokl a meeting in the afternoon, 
^but tho men 
were too busy with their 
preparation« for battle, and so ho only 
said a few words to them and told them 
to Ko jihead and got tilings in shape and 
that 
he would conduct services in tho 
evening. 


" H e did so in a big engine house at 
Siboney. 
Ho urged us to bravery and 
filled us fidl oi h(jpe. 
Ho begged each in- 
dividual to do his best for his country. 
That was tlie kind of i-eligion he ga\% us. 
The %vhole service hardly kept us 30 min- 
utes, but every m a n went away cheered. 


" T h a t wasn't all. 
From tho time wo 
landed in Cuba our chaplain gave 
his 
whole time to visiting the soldiers. 
He 
went from place to place and would begin 
to talk to one man, when soon a knot 
would gather around him, and then he 
got in his strong work. 
Ho didn't talk 
sentimental 
rMJigion, but 
laughed 
and 
joked with the lucn, t;»king caro to inspire 
them with hope, patience, patriotism and 
bravery. 
Then ho looked out most carc- 
fully for those who were ill, chcering them 
and doing what ho could to make them 
comfortable." 


Along with Chaplain Van do Water will 
be remembered another 
fighting 
parson 
who has shown that he is made of heroic 
stuflf. 
This is Rev. Dwight 
Galloupe, 
rector of St. Paul's Episcopal church aC 
Newark, X. J., and chaplain of the Ninth 
U. S. infantry. 
Chaplain Galloupo was 
Bunstruck on J u n e 29 while carrying food 
and water to tho wounded and iiiding 
them in other ways. 
Ho was ordered to 
the hospital afcSiboney, but two days later, 
hearing of tho fighting at tho front and 
feeling that it was his duty to bo there, he 
struck out on an eight mile walk, never 
halting until ho reached the firing line. 
Then ho seized a rifle irom a wounded 
soldier, ripped the Ked Cross badge from 
Ins arm and for fully an hour pumped lead 
at the Spaniards with righteous zeal and, 
so it is said, with surprising accuracy. 


This was early in tho morning. All day 
the chaplain assisted the doctors with the 
wounded. 
That afternoon when ho had 
moved back about half a mile beyond the 
firing to rest a bit, for ho was still suffer- 
ing from the effects of sunstroke, ho was 
injured by tho explosion of a shell. 
This 
did not keep him from taking the e i j ^ t 
mile tramp back, and all along the way 
he gave what assistance he could to tlie 
700 or 800 men, wounded, who were drag- 
ging their suffering selves over that terri- 
ble road to the hospital at Siboney.

Bomethluir A.bont the Man Who Sell« Spaia 
Her Terrible Rifles. 


To a German Spain is indebted for the 
Mauser rifle, her terrible Infantry arm 
which did such 
execution 
among 
our 
troops before Santiago. 
William Mauser, 
who invented the first weapon of that 
name, was a citizen of Oberndorf, W^urt- 
temberg. 
As there was a big gun factory 
in his native town, he naturally became 
an apprentice. 
But he was more than an 
ordiiîary gunsmith. He was a mechanical 
genius and before he was 30 had inventetl 
a new percussion gun, which was soon 
after adopted by Belgiujn. 
In 1871 ho 
was summoned to Berlin, where he showed 
tho kaiser's army officials a new model of 
his rifle. It was adopted at oncc, aud Herr 
Mauser went back to Oberndorf, where,

The Reel Cross Ice Fund Has Beas Baiaed 
Several Times,^int Still She la Siramp«d 
With Letters and fimbarrasMd by tha

Miss Xatallo Schenck of Babylon, N. 
Y., knows more about geometrical pro- 
pression than she did a short time ago. 
She is the young woman who started tha 
endless chain in aid of the Hed Cross re~ 
lief fund. 
Now she wishes she hadn't 
started it, for the chain seems to be really

with his brother Paul, he built a factory 
for tho manufacture of rifles. 
Later an- 
other inventor made improvements on the 
original Mauser, so that the rifles used to- 
day by the German army are called Mann- 
licher !Mau>er.s. 


William Mauser died iu 1882, and since 
then the business of making Mauser rifles 
has been conducted by his son, llerr F. 
Maiiser. 
Tho latter is also an 
inventor 
and has made many improvements in the 
ami, having adapted it for the use of 
smokelei^s powder cartridties and otherwise 
kept pace with tho advance in small arm 
making. 


It was llerr F. Mauser who introduced 
his rifles to Spain as wi ll as to Argentina, 
Sweden and Turkey. 
Ho is described by 
Mr. Benjamin Folsom of Buffalo, who 
furni.shed tho photograph from which the 
accompanying picture was drawn, as a re- 
markably una-ssmning gentleman. 


" I met him llrst,"says Mr. Folsoni, " a t 
a dinner party in the home of a mutual 
friend whom I visited In England. 
He is 
a German and spcats very little English, 
but we got along capitally after I told him 
I could crioplo the German language as 
effectively as a Mauser bullet could dis- 
able men.

man.

Sohley 
is

cousin of the famous commodore. So Miss 
Jtsssie is a second cousin to the man who 
smashed Cervera's Ikvt. 


Miss Schley was Ixirn in Richmond, and 
there she went for her education after her 
parents removed to Milwaukee. When .she 
left .school, highly accomplished and en- 
dowed with wealth, society welcomed her 
with warm til. 
She soon gave evidence of 
attribute of an order superior to those of 
her associates, and her aspimtions 
finding 
nothing congenial in the glitter and froth 
of society, she abandoned it and went to 
live in Milwaukee with her parents, where

endless. 
It has connected Babylon, hith- 
erto a very obscure little seaside village, 
with every part of this great country. 
Miss Schenck wants to break the chain 
now—has wanted to for more than a fort- 
night, in fact—but in spite of the fact that 
her desire has been widely advertised It 
still seems to be intact. 


Endless chains are not new. 
They are 
prohibited by law in England, where they 
have been used by swindlers. 
They have 
been started in this country before, but 
never did one grow to such proportions as 
the one started by Miss Schenck. You prob- 
ably know the method of starting one. You 
write to four friends—wo will say four— 
asking them to contribute a dime to a cer- 
tain object and send a duplicate of your 
letter t j four of their friends. 


The object for which 
Miss 
Schenck 
asked dimes was to enable the National 
Red Cross society to supply one of the am- 
buhmce ships with an ice plant. 
There 
were chitrity, patriotism and a lot of other 
fine sentiments connected with the idea, 
and that is why so many people took hold 
and helped extend the chain. 


Miss Schenck is a distant relative of 
August 
Belmont, 
the prominent 
New 
York banker. In the summer she and her 
mother live with Mrs. Schenck's brother, 
Matthew Morgan, also a retired banker, 
who has a summer home at Babylon, N. 
Y. 
It was at Mr, Morgan's house that 
Miss Schenck conceived the Idea of the 
chain. 
She wrote letters to four of her 
friends, requesting each to send her 10 
cent-sand also write to four of their friends 
with the same reqiiesr. 
When the series 
reached 100 she thought she would have 
enough. 


But it was in placing the limit upon her 
chain that Miss ."-¡chenck made her great 
mistake. 
Had she stopped but ;i moment 
to figure she would have discovered that i£ 
her chain ran through only -JO series thO 
number of letters due her would increase 
alarmingly. 
Her first letter would yield 
four in return. 
The socond scries would 
bring li!, the third 6-i, the fourth 256, the 
fifth l,Oi 1, the sixth 4,096 and so on. 


Within ten days after sending out her 
initial letter Miss Schenck began to re- 
ceive letters by the thousands. 
The little 
pot-oflice at Babylon was fairly swamped 
with them. 
So was the retired banker's 
household, 


Mr. Morgan i.s (iuiok at figures and ac- 
customed to handling great sums of mon- 
ey. 
He 
instantly 
cleared 
his 
summer 
home for action. He changed his comfort- 
able library into a temporary postoffice 
and hired two delivery wagons to cart tho 
letters home tv. ice a clay. Xo longer were 
the iimnbvr of piit-es counted. They were 
estimated by tlie barrel. 


But soon 
Schenck's mail outgrew 


the home force, and again 
Mr. Morgan's 
bu.«iuess ability f;i:iie to the rescue. 
Ho 
went to Xevv" York and jiiaile 
a r r a n g e - 
ments witli a resiJonsible ijublishing iirin 
to take chiiriio of the ice fund letters un- 
der his niece's g?neral supervision. 
The 
publisJiinir lirni were willing to do it for 
th.e sake of the addresses, which they will 
sell to business houses that send out ad- 
vertising matter and pamphlets. 
So the 
people who helped swell 3iiss Schenck's 
niail will find their own increased in due 
time. 


From the library the bu.sincss of open- 
ing tho letters was transferred to Mr. 


MISS JESSIE SCHLEY, 
she said she would make her life one of 
usefulness. 
Not long afterward she took 
tho novicc's veil iu a Roman Catholic con- 
vent. 
Her health was not good enough, 
and tho two years of her novitiate con- 
vinced her that a nun's career was not 
her vocation, and she re-entered the world. 


Her next move was to open two schools 
for poor children, and 
she jnaintained 
them at her own expense. 
Later, under 
authority from Archbishop Ireland, she 
opened a homo for friendless girls in St.

up as high as $1,600 a day. One check for 
$76 and another for $50 were in the lot. 
At the end of each day's work the money, 
neatly rolled into cylinders and sorted 
into piles, is deposit^ in the bank, and 
from time to time a check is sent to the 
National Red Cross socicty. 


Of course more than enough for the 
original purpose was received long ago, 
but tho biUance is religiously turned over 
and will bo put to good use by the Red 
Cross society. 
Miss Schcnck, 
however, 
having accomplishetd her object, would 
like to be relieved of further responsibility.

6. " A n d Elijah said unto him, Tarry, 1 
pray thee, here, for the Lord hath sent lue 
to Jordan. 
And he said. As the Lord llv- 
eth and as thy soul livoth, I will not leave 
thee. 
And they two veent on." 
The man 
^ h o bad wanted to die was not going to 
die, but was groing to be taken by a whirl- 
wind up to heaven (verse 1). 
He had said 
to Elisha both at Gilgal and at Bethel, 
"Tarry here, I pray thoe," but in each 
case Elisha had with the same words re- 
fusedTto leave hiin. 
They make us think 
of the words of Ruth to Naomi and of Ittai 
to David, in Ruth i, 16,17, and II Sam. xv, 
21, and of the advice of Barnabas to the 
believers at Antioch, that with purpose oi 
heart they wonld cleave unto the Lord 
(Acts si, 23). 
Our eternal safety depends 
upon the faithfulness of the Lord Jesus 
and His cleaving unto us, as it is written 
In Gen. ii, 21—the man shall cleave unto 
his wife—and in Eph. v, 31, 32, Paul says 
he 
speaks concerning 
Christ 
and the 
church. 
As to His faithfulness see such 
passages as I Cor. i, 9; s, 13; I Thess. v, 
23, 24. 


7. '''And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophets went and stood to view afar off, 
and they two stood by Jordan." 
Gilgal, 
Bethel, Jericho and Jordan arc suggestive 
of stages in Christian experience, but thore 
is no place where we should ever be con- 
tent to stop. We must ever be goinfî and 
growing (II Sam. v, 10, margin). 
Gilgal 
suggests salvation, the reproach 
rolled 
away and the passovcr kept (Joshua v, 9, 
10); Bethel rennnds us of visions of glory 
(Gon. xxviii, 19); Jericho hod a pleasant 
situation (verse 19), but in noue of those 
may we rest as a matter of attaiuniont. 


8. " A n d Elijah took his mantle and 
wrapped It together and smote the v. aters, 
and they weru divided hither and thither, 
so that 
they two went 
over on dry 
ground." Thus for these two men God did 
what Ho had 
done before for millions 
when Ho took the whole nation across this 
river on dry laud, 
.iordau c;annot be sug- 
gestive of literal death, nor Canaan ol 
heaven, for when Israel crossed Jordan 
Into Canaan it was to encountor many 
enemies and do much 
fighting. 
Jordan, 
which means river of judgment, seems 
rather suggestive of that judgment of self 
which henceforth practices constant de- 
nial of self that the life of Jesus may bs 
made manifest in our mortal ilesh. 


9. "And it came topasa when they were 
gone over that Elijah said unto Elisha, 
Ask what I shall do for thee bofore I be 
taken away from theo. 
And Elisha said, 
I pray theo let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me." 
The greatest thing 
for a redeenîcd soul Is to bo iilled with the 
spirit of God for His service; dead with 
Christ, risen with Christ, one with Iliu) 
for whatever He niciy ploa.so of service, ii 
only we can bo a comfort to Him, a vessel 
meet for His u.se. 


10. " A n d ho said, Thou hast asked a 
hard thing. 
Nevertheless if thou see me 
when 1 am taken from theo it shall be sc 
unto thee, but if uot it shall not bo so." 
To be iillod v. ith tho Spirit means readi- 
ness fior v.-hat5oevcr God may axjpoiut tiiat 
Ho may bo glorified. 
According to thc 
etory of tho Acts of the Apostles, it iiiiiiht 
mean such service as was endured or ren- 
dered by any of tho npostles or deacons; it 
might mean serving tables or preaching 
the gospel, winning souls or enduring ii.i- 
prisonment, scourging or death; it might 
mean to be used in u great revival or sent 
to a desert place to reacli one person. Tc 
be filled with the Spirit means grace tc 
say under all circumstances, " M y Jesus, 
as Thou wilt," or, "Yes, my Father, this 
is 60, because that Thou hast found it 
good" (Math, si, 2G).

They still went on. This suggests the only 
thing fcT tho believer day by day that ht 
still goes on growing in grace and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour (II 
Pet- lii, 18).

Tho chariot of Israel 
and the horsemen thereof! 
And ho saw

Wa are 
instructed to put on the Lord Jesus and 
make no jjrovision for the llei-Ji to fulfill 
tho lusts thereoi (Rom. xiii, 14), to put on 
the new man, which after God is created 
in righteousness and true holiness (Kpii. 
iv, 24). 
"We who receive tho Lord .lesus 
and are saved by Him and delight to say 
Elijah (my God is Jehovah) should take 
equal delight in saying Elisha (my God 
Saviour), and in making it manifest that 
Ho docs save us fi'oni ourselves and from 
all self pleasing or Kclf seeking. 
"Not I, 
but Christ," in all our daily life. 


14. " A n d ha took tho mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him and smoto the waters 
and said, Where is the Lord God of IClijfih.' 
And when he also had smitten the waters, 
they parted hither and thither, and Klisha 
went over. " 
Thus the Lord did for ona 
person what Ho had done for two and 
what Ho had done for millions, even for 
all Israel. 
Let us learn to cry with Asa, 
"Lord, it is nothing with Thee to help, 
whether with many or with them 
that 
have CO power 1 Help us, O Lord, our 
Ood, 
for wo rest on Thee, and in Thy 
name wo go against this multitude" (II 
Chron. xiv, 11), 


15. " A n d when the sons of the propbct.s, 
which were to view at Jericho, saw him, 
they said, The Kpirit of PJijah doth re.st 
on Elisha. 
And they came to meet him 
and bowed themselves to tho ground be- 
fore him." 
When tho rulers saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John and perceived thaï 
they were unlearned and ignorant men, 
thoy marveled, and they took knowledge 
of them that they had been with 
Jesus 
(Acts iv, 13). 
When the Spirit of Christ 
has such compléta possession of us that 
those who know us best see Him and not 
us, then God will be glorified in us as He 
was in Paul (Gal. i, 24). 
It will largely 
depend upon the sincerity and earnestnesa 
of our desire in this matter, according to 
U Chron, xvi, W; Jer. sxix. 
13. 


Antarctic Ber0H. 


The first antarctic ice passed in sev- 
eral years by vessels 
bound to the 
United 
States is reported by Capt. 
Paude of the Norv/egian ship 
Prince 
Edward, which arrived at this port re- 
cently from Carrizal, Chile, with man- 
ganese ore. 
Between Cape Horn and 
Falkland islands the bergs ap- 
peared in the distance like mountain 
peaks and for a time it was thought 
that land was near. The error was not 
discovered until the huge masses be- 
gan t o roll with the sea, showing that 
they were ice which had broken away 
from some far distant and perhaps un- 
known sbore. The antarctic ice is dif-

,drift,

harder and o f a. deeper blue in color. It 
is slower lit melting.

mil* Aronnd Santiago RIcb In Iron and 
Copper—Some Troables of American 
Capitalists Who Tried to Develop aiines 
Under Spaniab Rule. 


Tho little town of Baiquirl, 
where 
Shafter's army 
was landed on the south- 
eastern shore of Cuba, has a promising 
future before it, Baiquirl will continue to 
be hearf from for many years to come. It 
is entirely possible that tho martial and 
naval activity now gulng on around tho 
sleepy little fishing villago may bo suc- 
ceeded by a commercial and maritime 
hubbub that will bo far more permanent. 


Just before war was declared Baiquirl 
wasono of the few places on the big island 
which bad been roused by tho push arid

hustle of American industry. 
The place 
itself is a straggling collection of houses 
scattered along the base of the Su^jar Ijoaf 
mountain, which shoulders itself abruptly 
out of the water just at this point. Alonp: 
tho shore in cither direction as far as you 
can see are other mountains of tho same 
range. 
They look much like the Green 
mountains of Vermont, being of about tho 
same height. 
They are verdant clad, too, 
even to tho very highest peaks. 


It is these mountains, over which 
our 
troops havo niarchcd and fought, that will 
make the fame and fortune of Baiquiri in 
years to come. 
They are mighty valuable 
property, 1,hoso mountains. 
Instead of 
being built up of granito .-nid trap rock, 
ivs are the mountains of Vermont, they 
are mountains of ore. 
Iron, copper and 
other metals enter into their composition 
in large quartities. 


Sever.al years a^^o tho.so rich 
deposits 
were discovered by Anicrictiiis, and a 
wealthy .syndicate was organized to work 
them. 
Costly concessions wei"« purchaseil 
from tho Spanish government, an exten- 
sive pier and oro pockets were built, and 
several narrow gauge railroad tracks were 
planted up the steep sides of tho moun- 
tains and carricd back into tho hill ranges 
for a dozen miles or more. 
Balquiri was 
made the terniinus of all these spui's, and 
on to tho big railroad pier tho oro was 
hauled. 


During tho last 2;< years 150 ocean 
steamers havo been loaded with iron ore 
at Baiquiri bay. 
With tho exception of 
a!)out 50,000 tons which wont to Kuropo, 
all of the ore caifto to the Unitinl States. 
A very largo number of American 
iron 
v;orks which received their sui-'plies via 
Baltimore and rhilade!])hia were depend- 
ent on theso mines for their supply of iron 
ore. 


While tho Americans worked tho mines 
tho Spanish worked tho Americans. Kv- 
ery sort of e:!itortion which could bo in- 
vc:3toii—and tho Sp:inish arc csjjcrts at 
this kind of business—has boon practiccd 
on the Yankoo capitalist.s, but iii spite of 
all this blofding the ores were found to bo 
so rich that the syndicate has operated 
with great iinancial success. 


Snid one of tlio American 
capitalists 
who lias large holdings in tho vicinity of 
Santiago a!ul Baiquiri: " T h a t entire part 
of Cuixi is very niountaiunus. 
Tho hilLs 
rise direct from the water and tower ono 
aljove tho otlier btick toward tho center of 
the island. They aro full of mineral. Iron 
is not the only wealth, but thero arc man- 
gane.'^e minc.s, and coi)per Is very plentiful. 
At Cobre, somo 15 miles northwest from 
Santi:igo, on tho w(;stern sido of the bay 
wiiere Ccrvera v.'as liidden, is an old cop- 
])er mine owned by the English. 
Tho ores 
run about G6 per cent iron. 


"There is no underground mining. TJio 
ore rises hundreds of feet into the air and 
continues for miles. 
At the Spanish- 
American proportiL\s it comes to the sur- 
face in the i)cd of the Baiquiri river four 
miles from the moaih. 


"There are millions and millions of tons 
of this high grade ore in th.at single de- 
po.sit. 
The-Iui-agua and Sagiia com{;anies 
have millions njore, and the entire coun- 
try in that section is impregnated with 
iron. 
Much of the iron oro i.s rich enough 
in mangane.sc to bo valuable for that. 


"Tiie ground i.s covered with 
undcr- 
grovrth of the dense character i-cculiar to 
the tropics, cactus abounds and is a seri- 
ous diliiciilty, and tho .soil i.s scarce. So 
steep aro tke mountains that for several 
miles tho narrow gauge railroad of the 
Juragua company is a series of switch- 
backs, rising one abovo tho other in tcr- 
raccs, at the top of which tho mines are 
locatctl. 
In time mining v.'ill bo carried 
on lower down, and some day that section 
will be one of the richcst mining countries 
this side tho Atlantic. 


"With suital)lo methods and Americans 
to work them theso mi:ic.s can supply all 
tho ores that can be used at furnaccs and

steel plants along tho Astern coast of the 
United States. 
England also will 
find 
there tho ores thfit it nov.' mines in Spain 
aud Sweden. Tho Spanish ores aro giving 
out, and those of Sweden are expensive. 
With reasonable ocean freights theso ores 
would drive any Spanish or Swedish ores 
from the European market." 


Thus Spain will not only lose the riches 
of Cuba, but sho will find tho veiy re- 
sources of tho land sho abused and neg- 
lected turned against her. 
I t is not im- 
probable that iron from Cuba may somo 
dav be used to build American warships.

VI'ithout the army mule the invasion of 
Cuba might havo been a dismal failure. 
In force ho cojnprises «5no of the most im- 
portant features of ourv^my. 
When tho 
Wiur broke out. Uncle tsnm owned but a 
few paltry hundred of these "long eared 
nightingales." 
Totlay he possesses be- 
tween 13,000 and 14,000. and they ara 
worth something like $1.500,000. 


Owing to tho lack of transports, it was 
decided to send the first division of the in- 
vading 
army to Cuba without 
horses. 
Colonel Roosevelt is reported to have 
"said things" when he found his rough 
riders ilismount-ed, but nothing that he 
could do chani?ed tho situation. 
Even 
brigadier generals had to go along un- 
mounted. liut the mules wero not left be- 
hind. 
Tho 'tween decks of several trans- 
ports wero filled with them, for without 
the mules tho army could not have ad- 
vanced, bccause wherever tho soldiers go 
the commissary stores, tho ammunition 
wagons and tho field guns muât go too. 
And how would they havo been moved 
without tho mules? 


As soon as the toldiers were landed at 
Baiquiri tho mules were sent ashoro. The 
method adopted was a novel one. As thero 
was no wharf at which the transports 
could land, tho steamers anohorcd a short 
distanco olTshorc. 
Then the 
gangway 
ports were opened and tho in ales pushed 
into the sea. Ijong ropes attached to their 
halters were thrown to soldiers in boats, 
and thus tho mules were t'^l^cd ashore. 
Only two or three out of several thousand 
were di-ovv-nod. 


Ka(;h rnule is branded with the lottcr.s 
" U . S . " on the loft shoulder. 
Each mulo 
is given a number, and when in lino ho 
must stand in tho place designated by that 
number. 
The number is branded in tho 
bottom of tho left fore hoof. 
Emrh morn- 
ing and evening a long strip of canvas is 
spread on th.e grounil and shelled corn or 
oats aro placod on tho canvas as tho ra- 
tions for tJiO iimle train. 
The 
trained 
mulo must know his exact place in line 
before tho cnnvas without any help from 
the men. 
I'lu n when tho men start to 
place the saddles and packs on the mules 
the animalj nro supposed to stand stock 
still until rendy for the march. 


In the army service tho pack mules are 
divided into trains, each train having G'S 
animals. 
With each train aro ona boss 
pncker, ono cargodore and 11 packcrs, 
making 13 men in all. 
Ono train, there- 
fore, has 50 pack mules. 
One cook and 
ono lilacksinit.h look after each train. Tho 
boss pnckor suixîrintcnds the packing in 
gencm.l. 
The cargodoro looks after tho 
physical condition of tho animals and ad- 
ju.'.t.s i:nd (equalizes tho loads they are to

carry. He wash.es the .'-:ore backs with cas- 
tilo sorvp and hoi» wator and adjusts the 
saddle so that a sore b:'.ck will cause as lit- 
tle pain as ¡¡cssible.

that tiicy are kept In (?oad condition. 


Contrary to gencri"! 
belief, an army 
mulo reccivc.'! much better treatment tlian 
most mulcr. owned Ijy civilians. The army 
mulo is looked aiter almost as carefully as 
arc tho men. 


When hauling army wagons, mules are 
uie<l in tf.'^uas of six, and to drivo a six 
muki team is an art in wl'^ch fev/ men 
ever beconio espert. 
The driver rides the 
" n e a r " jx;lo nuilo and guides the entire 
six by means (jf a singki kuuher rein, call- 
eti th.e " j e r k line." 
This connects with 
the " n e a r " sido of tho mules bridles, so 
that lie pulls steiulily on it to guide the 
team to tho Jel't. 
When ho wants it to go 
to tho right, ho jerks tho 
lino. 
That 
makes tho " n e a r " mules push against tho 
" o f t " 
ones, and they consequently turn 
tho other way. 


This sounds simple enough, but in real- 
ity the skill required can come only from 
long i;racticc. 
Tho mules aro well awiiro 
when there is a iiovicc at tho "jerk line" 
and will do a.s tliey please, csiiocially when 
tho loiiiVT lash used by drivtjr.s of the six 
mulo team docs not roitch its destination 
with the tleadly aim of the old hand. 


The whii) i.s, in fact, about as imijortant 
as tho " j e r k 
line." 
There are times in 
tho mule's liTe when Ins latent obstinacy 
comes to the surface, and a hundred " j e r k 
lines" would be of no effcct. 
The sting- 
ing lash thou comes into play. It is long, 
round, pliable and thick, mado for busi- 
ness nnd used for it. 


Even In its perfection mule driving is 
an art In v.'hich something must bo left to 
fate. 
One of the best army nmlo drivers 
on tho plain.s always shut his eyes tight 
when he came to a dangerous pass and 
kept them shut till a safer trail was reach- 
ed. 
He was considered tho safest driver 
in tho scrvico. 


When a campaign has reached that point 
where wagons, ambulances and all in- 
cumbrances must be abandoned, the mules 
aro unhiirnessetl from the carts and packs 
placod on their backs, an equal 
amount 
Ol» either side of their steelliko spinal col- 
umns . It is wonderful how much a mule 
will carry in this way. 


Tlie driving of the pack mules is nearly 
alwciys .'^ijnplicity itsclt. 
A gray 
mare 
v.-itii a bell OP. its neck is led in front, ami 
tho mules follov/. .\o e.Kplauation is given 
for this cx(!ei t that mules are fond ol' 
horses, and a gray ono is luore easily seen. 


In speaking of Vv hat mules will and will 
not do, it is always safe to make reserva- 
tions. 
Tor iiistancc, pack mule.^i may fol- 
low the bell maro peacefully and steadily 
for year.-, and then a day will como when 
they will all stampede and di.sappear in a 
cloud of dust. 
Drivers say tliat a mulo 
will wait for 20 years, living virtuously, 
for a chance to kick them.

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PORTO MCAN FACTS. 


SOME NEW INFORMATION ABOUT THE 


BESIEGED ISLAND. 


Is » Blch, Fertile and Altogether Do- 
leetAble Islted »nd Is Well Worth All 
the P»ln« We Are Taking to £fEect Its 
. Capture. 


There is nothing monotonous about this 
war which tlncle Sam is waging against 
the dons. 
Hoichaugcs the scenes as often 
as the stage manager in a five act border 
drama. 
Only a week or so ago we were 
gazing earnestly at Santiago. Now we are 
concentrating bur attention on that little 
Ixnc of an island, Porto Rico, from which 
all traces of Spanish rule are soon to be 
obliterated. 


"With an extent of only 100 miles in 
length and less than 40 miles breadth 
Porto Rico manages to be extremely inter- 
esting. 
Physically the island presents a 
variety of conditions which would not be 
looked for on such a juodest bit of terri- 
tory by one accustomed to the larger scale 
of topography prevailing in this country. 
A mountain range runs from coast to 
coast, east and west, rising in the ensteru 
district to a height of 8,680 feet, and the 
deep canyons, cutting down to the Carib 
bean sea on the south and the Atlantic on 
the north, are sources of innumeruble wa 
ter courses, no less than 40 of them being 
large enough for inland navigiition by 
small trading craft. 


The country on the northern slope of the 
mountain range is as rich agricultural 
land, it is said, as is found anywhere in 
the world, raising? the maximum of crops 
with the minimum of cultivation, while 
to the south of the uiountiiins tlie land 
require artificial irrigation to ])roduce 
good crops. 
This gi-eat dilierence in so 
small an area is all the uioro remarkable 
as in the "wet" portion of the island the 
average annual rainfall is 64 inches. 


Spaniards have been cultiviiiing the 
land for nearly four centuries, and they 
exterminated a people who were wi.se in 
the arts of agriculture, yet today only a 
very small proportion of the arable land of 
the island has ever been cultivated, chieiiy 
It seems, because there are no roads by 
which produce can be carried to shipping 
points except over the rich lowlands near 
the coast.

ar, molasses, tobacco, cofiFec, rice, cotton, 
maizo, plaintalns, oranges, bananas, pine 
apples and a scoro of other fruits, honey 
and cocoanuts. 
They "mine" and export 
ealt, as well as sugar, building stone and 
marble, and it is known that the hills 
contain gold, copper, tin, lead and iron, 
but the inhabitants lack the skill, enter 
prise and capital to develop these minerà] 
riches. 


Of the good things which Porto Ricc 
raises in excess of her own needs and 
which she exports we take more than any 
other country, even luorc than 
Spain. 
The mother country takes but about one 
sixth of the total, and on the bahinco a 
high export duty has been charged to help 
swell the enormous tribute exacted bj; 
Spain. 


Besides the salt ponds, which the gov- 
ernment owns and works, the only re- 
sources except agriculture which the na 
tives depend upon is found in the very rich 
forests, wherein are no less than 500 varie- 
ties of trees, many of them exceedingly 
valuable. 
All thia industry is carried ou 
practically without railroads, less than IOC 
miles of poorly built and equipped tracks 
being in operation, and the wagon roads 
dwindle into mule paths a few mUes bacìi 
of the coast. 


But Porto Rico is so packed full o1 
riches that a population of 800,000, gener- 
ally lazy, illiterate and unskilled, have 
been able to pay $3,000,000 tribute tc 
Spain each year, support a Spanish army 
and a horde of Spanish officeholders and 
live very comfortably themselves. 


The population, according to the census 
of 1887, the latest, was 807,708, of whom 
about 450,000 are white 240,00f«;*uulattoes 
and 75,000 negroes. 
Only one in eight 
are classed as "literate," but a majority 
of those can only read, not having reached 
the advanced stage of learning which af- 
. fords them the joy of writing. 


It is to be hop>ed that Sampson's guns 
will leave something of the fortifications 
]of San Juan. 
While they are of but little 
account for purposes of defense they are 
extremely picturesque and will delight 
tiie souls of the camera carrying Yankee 
toarlste, who will probably visit the island 
. In great numbers in years to come. 


San Juan was originally guarded by a 
wall which began at the Morro Castle, on 
the harbor's entrance, and extended on 
the land side up to the castle of San Cris- 
tobal, a structure oon^dered by the Span- 
ish as most imposing. 
The Morro was 
built in 1584. It commands both the bay 
and the city. 
The San Cristobal, built 
some 20 years later,- faces the road to the 
interior and supports the advance posts 
as far as Santurce. 


The city walls have been cut at several 
¡parts so as to facilitate communication 
{with the new quarters of La Marina and 
IPoerta de Tierra.

Babies Dyins In Mothers* Arms From Han- 
E:er—aion and Women Fon^ht For Food. 
Many Refined. Women, French, German 
and English, Among: Them. 


Writing under the date of July 14 
from El Cauey, near Sautiago, Louis 
Seibold, the N e w York World corre- 
spondent, iu describing the condition of 
the refugees from Sautiago, says: 


I witnessed tlie distribution of ra- 
tions to the refugees last night. Men 
and women fought for food. 
Childreji 
were 
dying iu their mothers' 
arms 
while the latter 
were 
pleading for 
food and medicines. 
One woman, a 
mother with four children, one of whom 
was clasped iu her arms, throw herself 
at my feet while I was talking with 
Captain Eriee, who is in chargo of the 
commi.ssary departmeut at El Caney. 
She begged piteously for food for her 
dying child. 
Although medicine was 
givou to the little sufferer, it died later. 


Many white women of refinement— 
Freuch, 
German and English — are 
among the refugees, and although their ; ehould be choscn. 
personal suftering is moat pathetic they! ties, includin 
bear up bravely. The English, German 
and French consuls are living in tents : 
and sharing their limited stores of food : 
with the Cubans and Simniards and the ; 
children v/ho swarm 
in the public 
square, clamoi-ing for food. 
No shops 
are open, and many p&ople who have an 
unlimited supply of money can buy 
nothing. A French gentlenian who has 
an invalid v.'ife offered ten gcldpieces 
for a can of condensed milk. 


More than i^OO iieoplu are sick with 
typhoid fever, measles and starvation. 
One hou>c of ten rooms id ci'cwdedwith 
nearly 
persons of all clasi:es, includ- 
ing many white and pretty women. In 
tills houi-e are tcMi casc.s of .sickness. The 
town is policed by one troop of the Sec- 
ond cavahy. 
There aro ouly four doc- 
tors and 11 priests. 


Clara Bartvon says: " I visited Caney 
and was sJiocked at the condition of the 
women and children. They clung to my 
skirts and pleaded for food. 
There are 
1,400 tons of stores en the transports 
clustered thick in the harbor of Siboney, 
but there is no way cf getting 
them 
ashore iu suiiicient quantities. The neg- 
lect of tho fioverniuont to provide light- 
ers and tran.sportation over roads deep 
in mud is outrageous. 
Unless relief 
comes m:iny deaths will occur. 
Medi- 
cini.'s to save and prolong life are 12 
miles away, while the people are starv- 
ing to death."

J. D. Iloeclifitra, One of t h e Wounded, 
Describes Some Iucidc:its of tlie ITight. 


" We reaciied El Caney on the i>Oth, 
and ou tho Isfc our squadron was order- 
ed to charge up the San Juan hill," 
says J. D. Hoeckstra, one of the wound- 
ed heroes from Santiago. " I shall nevei 
forget that day. 
The battle began at 
6:40 iu the morning and lasted till 
nearl;/ miduiglifc. It was war to the bit- 
ter end. 
The Spanish fought bravely. 
They did not give up without a strug 
gle. 
I can't tell you of that day iu de 
tail. It is like a dream to me now. The 
smoke was rolling all along our lines 
aud the c:iunou spitting ñro at a few 
seconds' intervals. 
We of the cavalry 
had to take our share of tho brimt of the 
figiitiug. 


" I n tho midst of tiie fight I saw a 
Cubil n sJioot a Spaniard, and then, hor- 
rible as it seems, that Cuban deliberate- 
ly drew his machete and cut off the 
Spaniard's head. 
The body had not 
struck the ground when that head was 
seen rolling like a canncn ball.

"Our division took 110 prisoners, and 
I hoard that any number of them had 
their heads cut off by the Cubans, whc 
had been given ciiargo of the prisoners."

Speaking of the comforts sent to tliose 
boys reininds me to say that woinen spend 
a great deal of time and strengtli and inis- 
dii-euted zeal in sending the so called 
"comfort bags" to soldiers. 
Recently 
some passed through my hands on the way 
to tho front. I will describe them and be^ 
any other good ladies to notice what I say, 
aud then if their patriotic zeal and per- 
haps aching mother hearts prompt tlien» 
to do something let it take some other 
form. 
These bags were, like hundreds of 
otiiors, of brilliantly huod cretonne and 
18 Inches long by iAi or 15 wide, anfl they 
gathered at the top by a long tape, intend- 
ed s:j that tho soldier could hang it around 
his neck. 
In each was a hairbrush and 
coarso comb, a paper of pins, a paper of 
No. 1 needles, two spools of coarse linen 
thread, a big bunch of darning cotton and 
six darning 
needles, three Moody and 
Siinkey hynmbooks and a Testament; also 
a box of all sorts of ordinary buttons, 
nearly a pound in weiglit. 
liesides tliese 
were two bundles of cloth for jiatches, and 
two rolls of bandages. 
One was about a 
foot wide, and tho other three incluis, and 
both were loosely rolled. 
The whole busi- 
ness weighed perhaps three poimds. 


These were supposed to give the boys 
comfort on the march. When OIK; remem- 
bers that tho poldier in marching order 
carries over 50 pounds besides his gun and 
anything he can find in the way of food 
for his haversack one can imagine that ho 
does not want any useless weight. And 
on a march everything sh<nild be compact 
and snug. 
How could ho be comfortable 
With all that weight extra hung around 
his neck by a string and flopping about as 
he marched? And imagine tho picture a 
regiment would look with these highly 
colored cretonne bags flying al)out. no two 
of them alike. 
From being victims of 
women's misdirected charitable efforts we 
may pray with the soldiers, "Good Lord, 
deliver us!" 


1 asked one soldier, a veteran, to give 
me his idea of a real "comfort bag," and 
this I tell to all who are anxious to do 
someshing. 
He said- "A soldier cannot 
4Ua over à pouna to what He must carry 
without great fatigue. All soldiers have 
combs and need no brushes. 
A comfort 
bag should not bo over four inches long 
by three wide and of strong but very light 
stuff. One dozen trousers buttons and ono 
dozen shirt buttons is enough. 
A small 
piece of cardboard can have, say, a quarter 
or an eighth of a spool of thread rolled on 
it, and six needles and one row of pins are 
plenty. 
A piece of coviït plaster might be 
useful, and 100 two grain quinine pills; 
also a small bottle or box of podophyllin 
pills, a picce of gum camphor and ono roll 
of bandage, six yards long and two inche.® 
wide, rolled very hard and tiglit. If there 
was room for anything more, a fine tooth 
comb would not bo thrown away. 
Bibles 
and hymn books wo do not need, as we 
have religion along with us. We have our 
chaplain, and the Y, M. C. A., and be- 
sides if there is anything that will make a 
man remember the teachings of his moth- 
er it is being face to face with death every 
minute." 


I may say, dear sister women, that I 
took oufc the pretty hymnbooks and oth- 
ers of a religious nature from, thecom- 
fort bag" I was then making for my sol- 
dier boy and put a bottlo of thick black- 
berry cordial and a pocket full of quinine 
and camphor gum, besides aconite and 
podophyllin. I put in a âne tooth comb 
too. 
That is good to keep the. hair from 
gating du«ty.

brought 
into 
existence an 
antidote. 
Barbed wire and wire cutters came into 
use in the United States about the same 
time. It seems that the Spaniards heard 
of the barbed wire a long time before 
they learned of tho wire cutters. It is a 
thorough education we aro giving the 
Spaniards, but a somewhat fatal one. 


For months before war was declared 
one of the chief imports from the Unit- 
ed States into Cuba was American barb- 
ed wire. 
Tons and tons of it were sold 
to Weyler by enterprising Yankee firms. 
It was understood that he was using it 
to strengthen his alleged trocha. 
Ñot 
until Shafter's advance lines began tho 
march toward Santiago was it realized 
that the crafty dons had conceived the 
brilliant idea of using American barbed 
wire against Americau troops. 


No less than nine lines of barbed 
wire, strung iu a series of concentric 
circles about 150 feet apart, were drawn 
around Santiago. 
Behind this thin but 
formidable looking defense were dug 
the rifle pits. The outer line was a com- 
plete circle, but the inner ones were 
made with openings in them, so that the 
Spaniards might have outlets if Sú, re- 
treat was found necessary. 


I suppose the wise dons concluded 
that the Americans would rush blindly 
against that barbed wire aud impale 
themselves like so many pig30us on a 
spit, there to wriggle until they had 
been filled full of Mauser bullets. But, 
like so many other Spanish plans, this 
one went sadly aglee. 


Just why the Spaniards should sup- 
pose that any American wouldn't know 
a barbed wire fence when he saw it no 
one but a Spaniard could tell. The 
American troops did recognize the barb- 
ed wire iu spite of • its unfamiliar sur- 
roundings, and tliey didn't rush on it 
at all. 
Shatter just .sent back a hurry 
order for many thousr .nds of wire cut- 
ters. 
With chese univ[ue implements of 
warfare ho rnied his skirmish line, and 
when the advance came up to a barbed 
wire feucothey uáed their pliers dexter- 
ously for a minute or two, aud, lo, tho 
trocha was wiped out! 


No le.ss than 0,000 of those cutters 
have been distributed among Shafter's 
troops.

The cutters are ten 
inches long and have a plier attachment 
ou tho end, so that after the wires havo 
been cut they can be dragged out of the 
way.

DUDE SAILORS NO MORE. 


The Naval Beaerres Have Fought Well 
and Bravely. 


Less than two months ago the United 


States auxiliary cruiser Yankee left the 
Brooklyn navy yard for Cuban waters. 
She had a crew of men who two weeks 
before had been following peaceful pur- 
suits. 
There 
were 
lawyers, 
brokers, 
clubmen, 
merchants and bank clerks 
among them. 
They wero members of 
the New York naval reserves and had 
been called "dudo sailors" and "rock- 
ing chair tars" so long that the epithets 
were familiar. 


On June 3 the Yankee arrived off 
Santiago just in time to take part in the 
bombardment. The Yanliee's forward 6 
pounder rifle was the first gun to be 
fired by naval reserves in the war. Dur- 
ing tho action tho Yankee steamed 
within 2,000 yards of the shore batter-

ies. 
At first the reserves whooped and 
yelled, but they soon calmed down and 
sang popular songs as they worked their 
guns. Commander Brownson took them 
in past all tho other vessels, and they 
engaged the batteries at very short 
range. At the close of the bombardment 
Admiral 
Samp.son 
signaled, 
" W e l l 
done, Yankee," and the reserves were 
wild with delight. 


Since then the " d u d e sailors" have 
been in many scraps with Spanish gun- 
boats and have demonstrated that they 
can shoot fast and straight. 


Two thinjis that tho Yankee has dem- 
onstrated, the officers say, are that the 
naval militiamen can shoot without get- 
ting excited and that they can be shot 
at withoat 
flinching. 
There isn't a 
chance in\a thousand of their ever hav- 
ing to stand such a fire agiiia as they 
got before Santiago. 


As for the men, they are a unit in 
pronouncing their captain. Commander 
Willard H. Brownson, one of the nervi- 
est men that ever walked tho bridge. 
Ho took thera into tho thick of every 
fight, they say, and went out of his way 
many times in the hopo of getting a 
scrap.

Some Kew Facts Aboat the Machine Wbieb 


Formed a Part of tlie Battery Trained 
OB Santiaco by Shafter's Advanco—Hurls 
Death Deallvff Gum Drops. 


The offer of Hallet Alsop Borrowe to 
take charge of the rough riders' dreaded 
glycerin gun undoubtedly struck many 
persons familiar with that young man's 
past career as somewhat melodramatic. 
It did smack of the lines which the 
hero of the five act Bowery drama hurla 
at the gallery. But Borrowe, as recent 
events have shown, was very much in 
earnest. 


His offer was made under the follow- 
ing circumstances: Roosevelt's troopers 
had been supplied with one of the new 
and practically unknown 
nitroglycerin 
throwers, but of all that troop of fear- 
less men not one wanted to handle it. 
They were willing to face Spaniards 
with Mausers, but none cared to stand 
behind a gun which was, according to 
common report, just as liable to be 
deadly at one end as the other. Borrowe 
heard of this condition of affairs aud 
volunteered to manage the gun. Some 
say he wanted an opportunity to wipe 
out the implication of cowardice which 
seems to have stuck to him ever since 
his connection with the famous scaudal 
of several years ago. 


It will be remembered that 
during 
the first rush of Shafter's division on 
Santiago the report was sent out that 
Borrowe had been killed. 
He was not 
killed, though, nor even wounded, aud 
when Shafter prepared to bombard the 
city a neat little pit was excavated close 
up to the Spanish lines. In that pit were 
placed Borrowe and his gun. 


The glycerin gun is the latest devel- 
opment in light artillery. 
It is a queei 
looking device, vrith one long, lean bar- 
rel aud two shorter onc.s. It fii-es a car- 
tridge which looks nuich like a gigantic 
elongated gum drop, but this gum drop 
is far more deadly than the pink hued 
glucose variety sold by the candy ped- 
dler at tho circus. 
It contains 93 pei 
cent of nitroglycerin and 7 per cent ol 
gun cotton, both extremely unsafe sub- 
stances to handle. 


Should one of these cartridges be fired 
from an ordinary cannon by a charge ol 
gunpowder the cannon and the man whc 
pulled the lanyard as well as every-

thing else iu the immediate vicinity 
would be obliterated. 
By a somewhat 
intricate arrangement the cartridge is 
intended to be safely ejected from the 
longer tube by means of compressed 
air. In one of the shorter tubes a little 
pill of dynamite is exploded. This gen- 
erates gases, compre.sses the air and oth- 
erwise raises a gentle disturbimce. The 
tubes are c nnected in the back with 
the main barrel, and into this through ^ 
valve rushes the air. The sensitive car- 
tridge is given a mild sort of pusli 
toward the muzzle. 
Once it is undec 
way a decidedly more vigorous push i.-: 
given by air from the second tube, and 
iu this vs-ay the destructive 
cartridge 
gains velocity sufficient to carry it to a 
distance of two miles. 


Like the dj-namite guns of the V'ean- 
vius, tho glj-ceriu gun makes but little 
fuss at tho time of discharge. 
Instead 
of a hollow cough, it gives a thin, sib- 
ilant hi.ss, like that of a monster rattle- 
snake when it prepares to strike. 
It i.s 
not exactly a hiss either, but a weird 
"s-s-sh s-s-sh, " tho sounds coming far 
enough apart to be distinguished. 


.Tust what happens when tho car- 
tridge strikes has not yet been accurate- 
ly determined. 
Perhaps one reason is 
that none of those people who have been 
in the immediate vicinity of such an oc- 
curence is alive. 
It is said the tremen- 
dous detonations will kill every person 
within 300 feet of the point of explo- 
sion. 
We shall know more fully about 
this feature of tho weapon when we 
have interviewed some of tho surviving 
defenders of Santiago. 


Even tho dynamite throwing guns 
which tho Cubans 
occasionally used 
against tho Spaniards caused terrific de- 
struction as v.-ell as widespread 
terror 
among Weyler's soldiers. 


" I fully believe," said General Genie 
of the Cubiui army, " t h a t if we could 
's s-sh' loud enough wo could 
drive 
every Spaniard off the island." 


"Devil guns" is the appropriate name 
which the Spanish give the dynamite 
throwers. 
Probably they will class the 
glycerin gun under the same head. 


" I confess, " continued Colonel Ge- 
nio, " t h a t the first attempts made at 
ending the war with dynamite were not 
satisfactory. It looked as though we 
might end it by annihilating ourselves. 
For instance, we were trying it at long 
range one day. The captain of the gun 
forgot to lock it in position after he had 
sighted it. On firiug the powder charge 
in the right tube for the initial explo- 
sion tlic gun turned up its tail, put 
down its head aud discharged into the 
ground, biov.'iugout a hole large enough 
for a well aud kicking half a dozeu 
somersaults. 
That forgotteu lock cost 
four lives. "

H:a I.ons Journey on Foot With Other 


Wounded Men — Knocked Senseless on 
the Battlefield, Probably by the Explo- 
sion of a Shell—Bravery of Captain I^e. 


A story of his Santiago experience 
was given to the newspaper men iu 
Newark, li. J., recently by Chaplain 
Galloupe of tho Ninth United States 
infantry and rector of St. Paul's Epis- 
copal church in that city. The more in- 
teresting parts of the story are as fol- 
lows : 


"Ou .Tune 29 I was suuitruck while 
aiding tho wounded, carrying water aud 
fond and was ordered to the hospital at 
Siboney by Lieutenant Colonel Ewers, 
commanding our regiment. 
Two ddys 
later, ou July 1, while still at the 
hospital, I heard of the fighting at the 
front, and, thinking that it was my 
duty to be there aud 
feeling 
well 
enough to make the journey, I walked 
the eight miles to the firing line. 
This 
was iu tlie morning, and all that day I 
v.'orked with the doctors, helping them 
Vrith the wounded. 


" I had been at this all day, and at 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon I made 
my way to a sujall clump of trees, near 
which there were some wounded men, 
in tho endeavor to cool off a bit, for 1 
was still suffering .'^-lightly from tho 
effects of my sunstroke, and the sun had 
been too much for n;e. At this time I 
was about half a mile behind our ñriug 
line, whicli was about a thousand yards 
from the enemy. I v, us facing the firing 
line aud heard nothing coming, nor did 
I see anything. 
It is impossible for me 
to t(dl how 1 was hurt, but the next 
thing I know I was regaining con.scious- 
ncss. 
I was lying on my left side, and 
at first I was sure that my right arm 
was broken. I .^iit up and began feeling 
myself al! over in a d;u'.e(l sort of v/ay, 
trying t;) tirid out where I was hurt. 
My first ¿ensaí ion 
that of loiuii- 


nes.s. Oh, I thoui^hr, if I only had some 
one to talk to. It was a terrible feeling, 
that of thiuking that I was going to die 
all alone therewith uo one about. I tell 
you I was mightily scared. 


" V^oll, I looked do^vu aud formd the 
front of my shirt all torn away and my 
exposed chest a mass of dirt and blood. 
I Wii.s all .'^hukeu up and prerty sore, but 
soon discovered tliat I was not L-adly 
woutmI;'(1. All this time I had been 
thinking cf tl:o l.rovity of human life 
and t.f how ujicertain it all is. So, as I 
was .'•aying. 1 concluded that 1 still had 
a lighting cluuice, and getting on my 
feet started oil' for Sibouey. 


"Never, even should I live to bo a 
thousand years old, will I forget that 
eight mile walk, " continued the chap- 
lain. "There V,-ere some 700 or SOO iiieu 
oji that road, wounded in every possible 
manner, all with but the one thought, 
to get back to the hospital at Siboney. 
Had th'jj- been uninjured they would 
have been in tho front rank, but nov.- 
they v. ero actuated by that ono thought, 
to get to tho rear. 
There was but one 
ambulance, aud that had to be dragged 
by men, as the mules were transporting 
ammunition to the front. The conse- 
»iueiice v.'as that 
tiio v/ounded 
were 
couipt Ikd to go it on their own hook, 
with i:ucli a-ssistance as they could give 
one another. 


"Idy the time I reached the road night 
had fallen. The moon v\-as partially otit, 
and by its halt ligb.t tlie poor fellows 
could lio seen dragging themselves along 
as best they could. 
Here auil there a 
nuui had dropped at tho side (jf tho road 
aud v.-as feebly calling for water. Sou;e 
of tho men—most of them, in fact—hud 
been without water or food for ovtu- 
hour., and their siiireriug w:is ffuriiil. 


"A.-; I v/ent alonggiviui', whnt assist- 
ance I could lierti and theie. the si;il:r 
nuxdo an in¡prc:-siou «üi u:y mind that I 
shall never forget. 
Words eannot de- 
scribe it. Why, ono poor feli(;w" (iukI 
here tho tears camo to the chaplain's 
eyes) " h a d been struck by an exploding 
shell; his right foot was g;.ne, and his 
leg from tho knee down was nothing 
hue li mass of pulp. 
lío hau got a 
comrade to cut a branch from a trte, 
and this he had bound abi«tt the i:tump 
with wisps of grass, so thac the leaves 
dragged aloug the groiuid and iJiotocful 
tho wound. 
And so rigged up tliat man 
dragged himself over those eight mik.» 
ou all fours. Ho took 1:2 hours to do it, 
and when ho reacheil the ii(ospitai took 
his place at tlie end of the line of about 
GOO woanded 
without a murmur or 
complaint. 
Wheu tho doctoi*« found 
him, as they did in goiug aloug the liue 
looking for tho worst cases, ho was 
calmly chewing ou tho end of a plug td' 
tobacco. 
Tho doctors all said that he 
had no excuse to bo living and that he 
ought to have died from tho loss of 
blood, but thoy fixed him up, and ho is 
now doing nicely and will recover." 


Captain Lioe, tho English military at- 
tache, M ho is representing his govern- 
ment, is described by tho chaplain as 
being as brave as a lion. 
While the at- 
taches of other nations aro carefully 
stowed away in the rear. Captain Lee is 
right en the firing lino, notebook in 
hand, gathering material lor his reports 
to his government. 
He also does all ho 
can to help our wounded. Captain Lee, 
who is an expert in modern warfare, 
grew alarmed when he heard the order 
given to charge over an open field to 
take three intl-enchmeuts and a battery 
of avtillery. 
The chargo must be made 
in tho face of a rain of shot aud shell, 
and it was almost certain death to at- 
tempt it. 
"You will be annihilated," 
shouted the Briti.sher, but the men 
jumped at tlie command, and, officers 
leading, plunged up the slope and sim- 
ply overwhelmed the enemy, who fled 
in disorder. Captain Lee was right with 
the advance gitard, but afttrward ac- 
knowledged that ho cons-dend tho at- 
tack miraculous iu its succiss.—New 
York Sun.

war had fceen made. In the fveut of lie- 
gotiatiotis for peace takiut; place. Spain's 
method of procedure will doubtless bn 
determined by the dt."irc ti) make thu 
best possible showing in the formal 
treaty which is to bring hostilities to a 
close. When tho president shall have 
become convinced of her sincerity in 
courting peaco at the price net by bin. 
he will begin to revoh'fi the wheels of 
tho peacemaking machinery. 


The eti^nette of peacemakiug IB as 


strict as that of warmnkinK, 
Pending 


iiegntintiins for permanent peace, the 
president may agree to an armistice. 
Neither side can then take advantage of 
• roch a trneo by making warlike move- 


menu or repairs beneath the other's 
Runs. 
If Havana or any other Spanish 


city is under Kicirc, however, it will bo 
permissible for its defenders torepair or 
bnild inner defense* out of reach of our 
artillery. In other words, neither Spain 
nor the United Statrs may do anything 
during an armistice which the other 
might havo prevented it from doing at 
the exact moment when tho truuo begun 
to tako oft.'ct. 


Presuming that thn theater of war 


will not extend to tho continental pos- 
sessions df either belligerent, we. mi;;ht 
continno to lit out ships, equip troops, 
recruit Ui,w men ami otherwise aft 
hero r.u thu mainland ax though thn 
war were going on, and Pnuiu might do 
thu ranio whcuvcr iu her possessions 
hostilities have nut ju»l been in prog- 
re sa. 


Finding that her cities blockaded or 


under siege Were on the versa of starva- 
tion, it won Id be n characteristic move 
for Spain to ask im armistice, with the 
hope of entering with supplies during 
its protection. To guard against such a 
possibility we would probably agree 
tfiat sufficient food be admiited during 
thp armistice to Lint tk'*tarviug people 
only a few days at :t time, thus proveut- 
ing an advantage cf IOUR stomliug. 


Tho war will not be permanently 


terminated until a treaty of peaco with 
Spoil! has been signed, ratified and pro- 
claimed liy both countries. It has hap- 
pened that two countries in modern 
times havo terminated a warfare be- 
tween them nnt through n formal treaty 
of peace, bat through utter exhaustion. 
Snch cases, however, are rare.

You must take your shoes off and 


put on the especial slippers provided at 
the door if you would enter the Mo- 
hammedan mosque, which stands now 
nhere once stood Herod's temple, the 
menu of my text. Solomon"* temple 
had s,tood there, but Nebuchadnezzar 
had thundered it down. iSerubbabel's 
temple had stood there, but tbat had 
been prostrated. Sow we take our 
places in a temple that Herod built, 
because he was fond of great archi- 
tecture, nnd he wanted the preceding' 
temple to aecm insignificant.

eight or ten modern cathedrals togeth- 
er, and they would not equal that 
•tructure. It covered 19 acre*. There 
were marble pillars supporting roofs 
of cedar, ami silver table's on which 
stood golden eups, and there were 
carvings exquisite, and inscriptions 
resplendent, glittering balustrades and 
ornamented gateways. The buildings 
of this temple kept 10,000 workmen 
busy 40 years.

if lie say: "Let 


her die," they will char^-: Him with 
cruelty. If He lot her gj, they will 
charge Him with being in complicity 
with wickedness. Whichever »vay lie 
does, they would howl at Him, 


Then occurs a scone which htis not 


bcensuflhiently regarded. He leaves 
the lounge or liBucli on winch lie wai 
sitting, aud ifotft, down on om; knee, or 
both liuecs, and with the forennger of 
His right hum! He begins to write in 
the dust of the Iloor, word afler word. 
lJut l'iey were, not to be divurlcd or 
hindered. They licnt on dcmauding 
that He settle this case of transgres- 
alon, until Ho looked up nnd told them 
they 
might 
themselves begin the. 


woman's assassination if the complain- 
ant who had never done anything 
wrong himself would open the tire. 
"Go ahead, but be sure that the man 
who IHu™s the lirst missile is immacu- 
late." Then He resumed writing with 
Hiii linger in the du.tof the Iloor, word 
after ivord. Instead of looking over 
His shoulder to .see what He had writ- 
ten, the scoundrels »l:ulUed away. 
Filially the whole piaee. is uluar of pur- 
suers, antagonists and plaintiffs, and 
when Christ hoe finished His strange 
chirograph)- in the dust He looks up 
and finds the women nil alone. 


The prisoner is tho only oafe of the 


court rooin left, the judges, the police, 
the prosecuting attorney having cleared 
out. Christ is victor, mid Ilu says to 
the woman: -Where are. the prosecu- 
tors iu this case? Are they all gone? 
Then I discharge you: co and sin no 
more." I have wondered wtiat Christ 
wrote on the ground. For <jp you 
realize that is the only time that He. 
ever wrote at all I know that Eusebius 
says that Christ once wrote a letter to 
Abjjarns, tho king of Kdessa, but there 
is no good evidence of such a cnrre- 
Kpoudence, The 
wisest 
being the 


world ever saw. and the One who Had 
more to say than anyone who ever 
lived, never writing a book or a chap- 
ter or a paragraph or a word on parch- 
ment, Nothing' but tht literature of 
the dust, and one sweep of a brush or 
one breath of a wind obliterated it for- 
ever. 


Among all the rolli of the volumes. 


of the first library founded at Thebes 
there was not one scroll of Christ. 
Among tho 700,000 books of the Alex- 
andrian library, which, by the in- 
ian'ous decree of Caliph Omar, were 
used as fuel to heat the 4.000 baths of 
; ic city, not one sentence had Christ 
penned. Among all the infinitude, of 
volumes uow standing in the libaries 
of Edinburgh, the British museum, or 
llcrlin, or Vienna, or the learned re- 
positories of all nations, not one word 
written directly by the finger of Christ. 
All that He ever wrote He wrote in dust, 
uncertain, shifting dust. 


My text says lie stooped down and

straight up a man might write. OD the 
(.'round with a staff, but if with his 
lingers he would write iu the dust he 
must bend clear over, Aye, he must 
get at least on one knee, or he can not 
writ* on the ground. Be not surprised 
that He stooped down. Stooping down 
from castle to barn. Stooping down 
from celestial homage to inonocratic 
jeer. From residence above the stars 
to where a »tar had to fall to de- 
signate His lauding place. 
From 


Heaven's front door to the world's 
back gate. From writing in round 
ftud silvered letters uf constellation and 
galaxy ou the bine scroll of Heaven to 
writing on the ground in the dust 
which the feel of the crowd had left in 
Herod'* temple. 
If, in January, you 


have ever stepped out of a prince's con- 
servatory that had Mexican cactus and 
magnolias Iu full blooio into the out- 
side uir, ten deffrees below zero, you 
may get some idcn of Christ's change of 
atmosphere from celestial to terreslinl. 
How miiDy heavens there no I know 
not. but there arc at least three, for 
Panl was "caught up into the third 
Heaven." 


Christ came dawn from the highest 


Heaven to the second Heaven, and 
dowa from sccoud Heaven to lirst 
Heaven, down swifter than meteors 
ever fell, down amidst stellar splendor* 
that himself eclipsed, down through 
clouds, through atmospheres, through 
appalling space, down to where there 
was no lower depth.

But when Christ stooped down and 


wrote on the ground, what did He 
write? The Pharisees did not stop to 
examine. The cowards, whipped of 
their own conscience, lied pell moil, 
Nothing will day a innn like au 
aroused conscience, nr, Stevens, in 
his History of Methodism, says that 
when Rev, Benjamin Abbott, of olden 
times, was preaching, he exclaimed: 
"For aught 1 know there may be a 
murderer in this IIOUNJ," and a men 
rose from the assemblage aud started 
for the door and bawled aloud, confess- 
ing to a murder he had committed 15 
years before. 
And no wonder these 


Pharisees, reminded of their sins, took 
to their heels. 


But what did Christ write on the 


ground? The liible does not state. Yet, 
as Christ never wrote anything except 
that once, you can not blame ui for 
wanting to know what Ho really did 
write. But I am certain He wrote noth- 
ing trivial or nothing unimportant. 
And will you allow me to say that I 
think I know what He wrote tin the

of 


hypocrites,
